More doctors arc needed to specialize in 


mental illnesses, says Dr. Karl Menningcr, 
head of the Menninger Foundation. People 
do not know enough about mental and ner- 
vous troubles. They are inclined to lump 
them all as "insanity," which most of them 
definitely are not. Many are as curable as 
measles—but, like measles, people will suffer 
and die from them until some doctors find 
out about proper treatment of these diseases. 


Why are there not more doctors going 


into this branch of medicine? First, because 
there are not enough good teachers in it. 
Second, because it costs too much and takes 
too long for the average doctor to get into it. 


The medical student must first go to 


school and college, then to post-graduate 
medical school. Next he must serve as an 
intern in a hospital where he is never paid 
adequately. He is almost thirty years old 
when he is ready for general practice. He 
has never made enough to marry on. If he 
goes into mental practice, there are still some 
meagerly paid years to go through. There 
will be plenty of work when he is ready, but 
how is he going to finance the years be- 
tween? 


Some really hefty thinking on this subject

~A JAP VIEW 


Baron Admiral Kantaro Suzuki, new pre- 


mier of Japan, is said to be more liberal than 
his predecessor, but his first speech doesn't 
indicate this. The only change is a whining 
about as subtle as that of a beaten bully, 
apparently intended to prepare his people 
and ours for peace feelers. 


He says, for instance, that "the present 


situation was fully foreseen when we were 
coerced to strike at America at Pearl Har- 
bor." That may sound well to the Japs, but 
who coerced them? Japan was a full-grown 
power, presumably able to make her own 
decisions, and back them with strength, even 
against the victorious and arrogant Germany 
of that period. They were coerced only by 
their own military-minded gang. 


In the face of new American gains he is 


still prophesying ultimate victory, with a 
curious argument. "We lost Iwo Jima," he 
says, "but I still believe we won the battle 
of Iwo Jima when I think of the spiritual 
Wow we dealt the enemy on that island." It's 
a new way to describe the loss of a vital and 
heavily fortified territory at a cost of five 
dead defenders to every attacker killed. 


Japanese fatalities have been pretty con- 


sistently five or more to one American for a 
couple of years now. and their territorial 
losses are steady and impressive. If that is 
spiritual victory, we wish Premier Suzuki 
many more of the same.

FRANKLIN O. ROOSEVELT 


To appraise the place of Franklin D. Roosevelt 


In history Is impossible In the midst of war and so 
soon after his death. Certainly no American figure, 
not even Andrew Jackson or Abraham Lincoln, so 
positively affected his age, so sharply influenced the 
people of his own country and the entire world. 


He came Into the Presidency at a moment of 


popular depression of faith in the political and 
economic processes of this land. He and his group 
developed a philosophy of action which IMS guided 
government policy in all economic, social and po- 
litical fields. 
His personality, with no p.inillel in 


an Anglo-Saxon country since Oliver Cromwell, 
dominated the entire government, the Kxccutlvc, 
Congress, the Courts, his own political parly and 
significant elements in the Republican party. Many 
groups that had never before been organized po- 
litically, focused upon Roosevelt's leadershiu and 
devoted their main energies to his support. So 
effective was his political acumen that the amal- 
K«m of his support, The New Deal, ranged from 
conservative Republicans to the Communist party. 


It has never been easy to discover precisely 


what gift won him the unquestioning love of so 
many people and at the same time the vindictive 
hatred of opponents. There has never been a tepid 
response to Roosevelt's personality. Vast num- 
bers of Americans accepted even his errors, liis 
proved failures, as marks of magnificent c.-inacity 
and deep sincerity. On the other hand, those who 
despised him could see no good in him at all. He 
was all good to some, all bad to others. 


Roosevelt so concentrated final authority in his 


own hands that he attracted few of the really com- 
petent men of the country to its service. Most of 
those with whom he started were hardlv known 
and many who continued in office with him never 
achieved primary stature in spite of their oppor- 
tunities. Yet. the mnforllv of Americans had such 
faith in Roosevelt himself that they ignored the 
second-class character of his associates and con- 
centrated their faith, affection and confidence upon 
Roosevelt himsi-lf. 


Ultimately this mass response to his pi>rsonnliiy 


produced the curious phenomenon of a President 
who could, in most matters.. depend upon public 
support, ovcr-ridine opposition even In Congress. 
He grew so powerful that ol him it can he ssnid that 
he was dependent upon no political party, no class, 
no group, no individual. Not even GeorEc Wash- 
ington attained, in his lifetime, comparable po- 
litical stature. 


Y5'- ,no on<; f°day can quite measure Roosevelt. 
His final position in history must be a product not 
of what he dirt for and to Amrvica hut a product 
of the war which Roosevelt made his war, in which 
he assumed primary leadership. So far the war 
has destroyed the Nr«i in Germany and it nujjurs 
Jo reduce Japan to ils knees. But that in itself is 
historically not crucial although it niav be jour- 
nalistically significant. What will matter in the 
ong perspective must be his achievements in pav- 
mrr the road to a ncrmanent peace, to new pro- 
cedures in international comitv that eliminate war 
as an instrument of policy.

MOKE ABOUT MARCH FKACTKRE 


• Some months ago I wrote about the great num- 


ber of march fractures—fracture or break of a bone 
or bones in the sole of the foot—caused by steady 
marching in the army. \VC would naturally expect 
that the steady marching, day after day. would 
strengthen the muscles and ligaments so that the 
"•hole foot would be stronger, and take much of 
the weight and stress off the bones. 


In the American Journal of RocntccnoloKy (X- 


rays). and Radium Therapy, Springfield. 111., Drs. 
G. R. Krausc and J. It. Thompson report a sludv 
of '200 soldiers with '220 march fractures of the 
metatarsals—bones of the soles of the feet. The 
immediate cause of the fracturo is the rhythmically 
repented injuries during the nwrchinc which Rradii- 
ally reach a point beyond the ability of the bone to 
bear the stress of this continuous" weight <if (he 
body daily, weekly, monthly.

With the American First Army 


ypj—Two pistol packing 15 year 
old boy "Werewolves'"—first mem- 
bers of Germany's newest under- 
ground movement to be taKcn on 
the Western 
Front—were -cap- 


tured trying to organize a group 
of German boys to commit petty 
sabotage behind the Allied lines. 


They wore dark blue uniforms 


of the Volkssturmcrs. the German 
Home Guard, and 300 "Werewolf" 
propaganda leaflets 
were 
found 


in llicir possession. 


Both hoys \verc badly frightened 


when they were taken prisoner by 
Counter-intelligence agents of an 
American Infantry Division after 
spending two days and nights try- 
ing to carry out the first mission 
given them by a Wchrmachl lieu- 
tenant. 


One boy, tall and blond, was too 


scared to speak. The other lad. 
small and dark, did ah1 the talk- 
ing. 


"Germany has lost," hc 
said. 


'There will be no more life here. 
Give iim the bullet." 


This boy was the son of a Ger- 


man soldier who had rotm-wri 'o 
leach in the Fatherland after be- 
ing wounded at 
Stahngrau. out

When captured, both boys were

and arrange to meet them later 
behind the German lines. In this 
way the boys would

chances and the German Army 
"Svcngali" would he safe.

Yank hands before the hour of 
the pre-arranged meeting. No an- 
nouncement was made whether 
(lie youths the two 
boys were 


trying to indoctrinate had been 
dealt with in any way and no re- 
port was given on what disposi- 
tion would be made of the "Were- 
wolves" who were caught before 
they made their first real howl. 


One officer said the "Werewolf" 


group was not a serious threat to 
army operations in Germany and 
added bitterly: 


"It's one of the dirtiest things 


the Nazis ever tried—to get kids 
only a few years beyond the cradle 
to do a job ,hcy "weren't able to 
do themselves."

It was not so many years ago 


that Kingston had two trolley 
companies, which competed with 
each other until they were finally 
consolidated under the name of 
the Kingston Consolidated rail' 
road. What for years was known 
as the Broadway line had re- 
placed the old horse cars in the 
80's. 


In 1893 the Common Council 


granted permission to the newly 
organized Colonial Railroad Co. 
to construct a trolley road in the 
city, which paralleled the old 
Broadway line, using Hasbrouck 
avenue. In later years the Co- 
lonial line was known 'as the Has- 
brouck avenue line. 
Kingston Point was very pop- 


ular during the summer months in 
the 80's and the Gay Nineties and 
the new trolley road by running 
ils line through Delaware avenue 
to the entrance to the park took 
away much patronage from the 
old Kingston City line, as they 
could not use the Colonial tracks 
to reach the park. 


This 
difficulty, however, was 


finally overcome by the Kingston 
City line using the Ulster & Del- 
aware railroad tracks into Kings- 
ton Point. The railroad tracks 
had been extended to Kingston 
Point in 1895. 


Older readers of this column 


will recall the years when the 
Kingston City trolley cars used 
the old railroad tracks, riding into 
Kingston Point to the Day Line 
pier over the old wooden trestle. 


There used to be a huge gate 


on the trestle and this was kept 
closed and locked during the 
hours that trains and trolleys did 
not use the trestle. 


The closed gate, however, did 


not keep the younger generation 
from climbing over it. and walk- 
ing the rest of the way over the 
trestle into the park. 


It was not until the two trolley 


systems were consolidated that 
the use of the trestle bv the trol- 
ley cars was abandoned and both 
trolley lines used the Colonial 
tracks 
through 
East 
Strand.

However, it didn't take 
long after he took the oath of of- 
fice in Buffalo for the nation to 
realize that he was not afraid to 
make decisions and to chart a new 
course for his own party. 


Again in 1923 when a vice presi- 


dent came to the presidency, the 
nation was intensely curious about 
Calvin Coolidge — the man who 
rose from a simple Vermont back- 
ground to be governor of Massa- 
chusetts and yet was not known 
nationally either as to his views or 
personality or his capacity for ad- 
ministration. 


Such transitions emphasize one 


basic fact. It is the inexorable con- 
tinuity of government itself. A 
president's personality can domin- 
ate and an impression of one-man 
government is readily developed 
but nevertheless the moment the 
dornjnant personality is gone, the 
resiliency and vitality, of the gov- 
ernmental institution assert them- 
selves. 


President Truman comes in at a 


time of crisis but our forefathers 
wisely drew the design of consti- 
tutional government, and he needs 
only to select good executives and 
give them a sense of responsibility 
over Ihe executive departments 
and agencies and he will find that 
constitutional government is nei- 
ther cumbersome nor illiberal.
